VOTING RIGHTS BILL 
STILL MAJOR TOPIC 
BEFORE CONGRESS 


(By Senator John Stennis) 


The debate on the proposed 
Voting Rights bill continues to be 
the major item before the Con- 
gress. 1 have made several speech- 
es in opposition to this bill and 
will continue to oppose it with all 
my strength. Also considered by 
the Congress last week was a 
special appropriation of $700 mil- 
lion for supporting the war in 
Vietnam. As Acting Chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee, 


| and at the request of the Chairman 


of the Appropriations Committee, 
I presided over the hearing which 
the two committees held to con- 
sider this request. I then handled 
the matter on the floor of the 
Senate where it passed by an over- 
whelming margin. 


Several wceks ago, as Chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services Pre- 
paredness Investigations Subcom- 
autlee, 1 ordered an investigation 
into the status of equipment of 
all ou; combat forces. On four oc- 
casions within the past two months 
I have made statements on the 
Senate floor calling attention to 
the very serious situation in re- 
gard to the drain of equipment 
from Army units in order to send 
equipment to Vietnam. 

After we had scheduled hearings 
on this matter, the President sent 
a request for $700 million addition- 
al funds and asked that it be pass- 
ed on an urgent basis. While the 
President's additional request will 
replenish some of the equipment, 
it is not sufficient to take care of 
all the problems. 

The question considered by the 
Senate in the passage of this ap- 
propriation was not whether we 
should or should not be in Viet- 
nam, nor was it necessarily an 
approval or disapproval of our 
policy there. The only question in- 
volved was a simple proposition — 
are we going to give the men we 
have sent to do battle the tools to, 
do battle In other words, are we 
going o back up our fighting men 
with necessary funds to purchase 
equipment they must have in ord- 
er to protect themselves and to do 
their job? ^ |

Time to plant soybeans is almost 
here. The single date recommend- 
ed by soybean researchers as best 
is May 10th. However, beans can 
be planted from May 1 through 
June 20th. 

Lots of things can cause low 
yields. Research shows that you 
can have a loss of 5 to 10 bushesls 
per acre from using poor seed; you 
can have a loss of 5 to 10 bushels 
per acre from using the wrong 
spacing, and a loss of 5 to 10 
bushels from low fertility and lime. 

In additions to these losses, 
weeds can take a further toll of 
up to 10 bushels per acre. 

It is mighty important that you 
follow a complete production pro- 
gram, giving attention to all phases 
of production. For specific recom- 
mendations, see your local county 
agent. 

LIVESTOCK INSECTS 


Hornfly season is rapidly ap- 
proaching. In many acreas, it is al- 
ready here. 

Here are some suggestions for 
keeping your cattle free from this 
pest during the summer. Fi 
check your  backrubbers.

Recharge them with a recommend 
ed insecticide. 

You might try some “dusting 
Sacks."

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STATE HEALTH BOARD 
MEETINGS SLATED 
THROUGHOUT STATE 


A complaint may be filed with 
the State Board of Health when 
an individual or a group feels that 
th:re is non-compliance with the 
Civil Rights Act in the state or 
county health department, accord- 
ing to Dr. A. L.. Gray. 


The State Health Officer said 
that one of the provisions of the 
Civil Rights Compliance Agree- 
ment, signed by the State Board of 
Health, is to acquaint the general 
public of the right to make a legi- 
timate complaint. 


Such complaints should b» made 
to Dr. A. L. Gray, Executive Of- 
ficer and Secretary of the State 
Board of Heatlh, Box 1700, Jack- 
son. 

“Non - compliance complaints," 
stated Dr. Gray, "must be filed in 
writing and signed by the com- 
plainant or complainants, giving 
full description of the alleged non- 
compliance and the name of the 
health department or public health 
employee involved." 

Forms on which to file com- 
plaints are being printed now and 
will be available soon in all county 
health departments and in the 
State Board of Health offices. 

Dr. Gray said that any complaint 
will be investigated as promptly 
as possible and if found to be jus- 
tified, non-compliance will be dis- 
continued immediately. 

"In case the complainant is not 
satisfied with the findings in the 
investigation and the decision in 
regafd to it, he will be given an 
Opportunity of hearing before a 
Hearing Committee in the staff of 
the State Board of Health," ex- 
plained the State Health Officer. 
“The State Board of Health and} 
the county health departments in-[ 
tend to comply with the Civil 
Rights Act,” Dr. Gray stated.  . 

This week in four scheduled re- 
gional meetings in different areas 
of the state, Dr. Gray will meet 
with representatives of every onej 
of the 82 county health depart- 
ments to discuss the provisions of 
the compliance agreements as it 
affects the services and facilities 
of local health departments.

The chairman pointed out that 
participating in the feed grain pro- 
gram is voluntary. If producers 
carry out program provisions as 
signed up, they qualify for acre- 
age diversion payments, price sup- 
port loans and price support pay- 
ments. Substitution of feed grain 
for wheat is possible, but the ex- 
tent to which the substitution pro- 
vision is used won't be known until 
program performance is checked 
prior to harvest this summer and 
fall. 

If farmers keep their intentions 
of diverting 36.7 million acres, pro- 
duction of around 2 billion bushels 
of feed grains will have been 
averted,- and carry over stocks 
could be further reduced by the 
end of the 1965-66 marketing year. 
Peak end-of-marketing-year feed 
grain carryover, for 1960-61, was 
3,188 million bushels. At the end 
of the current 1964-65 marketing 
year, the estimated carryover is 
2,145 million bushels, a reduction 
of more than a billion bushels, or 
more than one-third. The 1965 
program should result in addition- 
al reduction in feed grain stocks, 
officials have said. 

Seventy percent of the agreed 
feed grain acreages diversion for 
1965 is in 11 States. Each has up- 
ward on 1 million acres for diver- 
sion. 

States which lead in production 
of feed grains, and where grain is 
a major source of income, have the 
highest percentage of feed grain 
base acreage on enrolled farms. 
Participating farms in these 11 
States have about 75 percent of 
the acres signed to be diverted.
